would be a potential outlet for the 
service. 


The “extreme state of competi- 
tion” in the sleeping car business, 
he asserted, would result only 
through ownership of the business 
by the carriers. | 

The railroads are one of four 
groups seeking to purchase the 
Pullman Company, which has been 
placed on the market in compli- 
ance with an anti-trust decision 
against the parent company, Pull-| 
man, Inc.

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‘Hysterical’ Now—But in 194]--- 


We note that Mr. George Hamilton, 
state treasurer and housing director, is 
quoted as deploring agitation in behalf of 
emergency housing for veterans as “hys- 
terical.” Other political figures have taken 
the same position, this not being an elec- 
tion year. 


The Constitution pleads guilty to agita- 
tion. Also guilty is the Atlanta Real Estate 
Board, which likewise is trying to get some 
emergency action. 


The Constitution will continue to be 
agitated. It recalls that in 1941 it was say- 
ing—along with Mr. Hamilton and others 
—that when the boys came back “nothing 
would be too good for them.” 


The boys are by no means back, but 
many of them are. And too many of them 
cannot find office space to resume their 
practice of law, medicine or other profes- 
sions. This has happened to them in office 
buildings which did not protect them 
against the day of their return. Some 
buildings did. Too many others cannot 
find a room or apartment to rent, or a 
house to buy. Too many others cannot buy 
clothes because some of the manufacturers 
want to wait until 1946 to avoid certain 
taxes. And so on and so forth. 


The Constitution, believing fervently 
and without reservation in the American 
way of life, thinks America, of which Geor- 
gia and Atlanta are component parts, is 
making a mistake presenting that way of 
life as having failed the returning veterans 
who fought to preserve it. 


The problem is not easy. There is a 
shortage of materials. There is the high 
cost of materials which are available and 
the high cost of labor. 


Undeniably, all this is primarily a fed- 
eral problem. Yet, as Gov. Arnall has so 
frequently said, the states have lost many 
of their rights because they have failed to 
live up to their obligations. 


The state, as the governor so aptly 
pointed out when he called a hurried spe- 
cial session to enact a service voting law, 
cannot default in its responsibilities to its 
men in the armed forces. 


The state, we hold, has an even greater 
responsibility to provide direction now in 
the matter of veterans’ housing. At least 
it can evidence an interest so as to hurry 
federal action. Federal action results from 
local agitation. 


If The Constitution does sound a bit 
hysterical in discussing this problem, it is 
because it has met with so much inertia, so 
much shrugging of shoulders, so much 
Pilate-like washing of hands and saying: 
“There is nothing I can do about it.” 


Meanwhile, The Constitution still thinks 
there is nothing too good for those who 
fought in this war and will continue, along 
with the Atlanta Real Estate Board, to agi- 
tate locally to get state and local authori- 
ties to throw their weight around with the 
federal government and get something 
done. 


If that be hysteria, Mr. Hamilton and 
others may make the most of it. 


Removing the Price Ceilings 


In south Florida there was a demand 
the price ceiling on coconuts be removed. 
They were. The ceiling was $7.50 per hun- 
dred pounds. Within four days it jumped 
to $22 per 100. By Christmas it is expected 
to reach $35. 

All through the war the American 
Farm Bureau has been saying a little mild 
inflation would do the country no harm. 


Now we are sent a news letter by that 
bureau which reports on what happened 


on the Chicago market when ceilings on 
citrus fruits were removed. Oranges, 
which had been $5.28 a box, rose to $10.80 
with all controls off. They are expected 
to go to $15 or more by Christmas. Geor- 
gia faces the same prospect. Mothers with 
babies needing orange juice will find 10- 
cent oranges just a little mild, pleasant 
inflation doing the country no harm. Now, 
if they just remove the ceilings on all 
other foods and let them go on up the 
country will be even more pleased. 


Philadelphia Takes Traffic Action 


Like Atlanta, Philadelphia is faced with 
worsening traffic congestion. 


But, unlike Atlanta, Philadelphia is do- 
ing something about it. : 


For a 90-day trial period, Philadelphia 
is going to ban all parking on principal 
downtown streets. 

“The police bureau will try out the ex- 


perimental prohibition under temporary 
regulations after necessary signs are post- 


ed,” reports the Philadelphia Record. “If 
it is effective in speeding traffic, city coun- 
cil will be asked to adopt an ordinance 
making the regulations permanent.” 


We do not know if the Philadelphia ex- 
periment will prove a success. Or, if so, 
whether the same remedy would prove ef- 
fective in Atlanta. 


But isn’t it refreshing to see a city do- 
ing something about its problems, rather 
than taking it out in talk?

Home --But, Still-- 


A letter from a Mews agency man, who shall 
be nameless here for obvious reasons, reminded 
me of one of the late Rudyard Kipling’s short 

stories called, as I remember, “The Big Drunk Draft.” 


It was the story of “time-expired-man” being sent home for 
discharge at the separation centers of those days. Being time- 
expired, they were but technically subject to discipline. In the 
manner of men about to be released from service, they flouted what 
discipline there was. A young lieutenant in charge was worrying 
in his tent when Pvt. Mulvaney entered and gave some advice. 


The drunks were “pegged out,” the discipline was tightened and 
the young officer bully-damned them down to the docks. As I 
recall, Mulvaney said, “Let me die in peace this day. I have seen 


a man.” 
Il-Will This report was from a newspaperman who knew the 
German occupation story. His letter said, in part: 


“With the war over, our troops are making a very bad im- 
pression. Too many of them are arrogant and ill-mannered. Too 
many of them are drunks. Too many of them are attempting too 
much seduction of hungry women with food and cigarets. Too 
many of them are able to steal food and supplies and deal in the 
black market. This is not to say a majority of them are guilty of 
all these things, but at least three out of four are guilty of extreme 
carelessness in appearance. They are sloven and ill-mannered. There 
is nothing in their manner to make Americans represent a con- 
quering nation with a high degree of civilization. 


“The officers are as bad, openly careless and fed up with being 
in the army of occupation. They gripe with the men and the re- 
sult is the men have no respect for their officers or regard for 
discipline. 

“The only outfit which holds the respect of the Germans is the 
82nd Airborne Division. Its commanding officer, Maj. Gen. Gavan, 
insists that every man In the division be clean and in spic and span 
appearance at all time. Their discipline is splendid and the men, 
while wanting to go home as much as anyone else, nevertheless are 
happier than the others. 


“I’d say to get a regular Army outfit over here as quickly as 
possible, officered with men who are not martinets, but who are 
soldiers. The drafted men aren’t the ones to do this job.” 


: We have got to do a job of occupation and it will 
Occupation be one involving at least a few years. There isn’t 


any other possible out. 


Lack of discipline makes not merely for a bad soldier, but an 
unhappy one. 


The Marine Corps, with its high degree of morale all through 
times of peace and in long years of peacetime occupation, is an 
example. 


Somehow, when selective service came along, some “brass” 
thought it necessary to ease the usual Army and Navy discipline. 
In time it reached even to Parris Island where Marine drill in- 
structors used to greet each new “boot” with a little induction 
speech beginning as follows: “Your soul may belong to the Lord, 
but you belong to me.” 


It took some getting used to, but it never hurt anyone and it 
helped many. 


It will be a great mistake if we allow the new American Army, 
which we hope to maintain with regular enlistments, suffer from 
lack of discipline. 


The great difficulty there lies in drawing the line between 
tyranny and discipline. Some work will have to be done with 
some graduates of West Point and Annapolis who have never, 
unhappily, learned that difference. And many a reserve officer, 
suddenly given power, has been known to abuse it. 


The necessity for occupation is not pleasant to us. It goes 
against the American tradition. Yet that tradition, already in a 
process of change, cannot fail to accept that necessity. 


We suffered a half million men killed and another half million 
wounded and missing to destroy governments and philosophies of 
government which threatened our national existence. 


To throw away those lives and sacrifices; to submit to a program 
of abandoning all the .problems of Europe and Asia, would be 
criminally and morally wrong. 


We can “get the boys home,” but we still must train and officer 
an army of occupation which can do the job.

Plenty of Labor for 
Army of Occupation 


I am indebted to Lea Richards, of Decatur, 

for clippings from a regimental news sheet, pub- 

ou lished by one of our Army outfits in Japan, 

in the Army of Occupation there. The particular story tells some 

thing of the mountain of hard labor before the regiment before 

its task of eliminating Japanese war potentials in the territory 
assigned is completed. 

If you have conceived the idea that our men in the armies 
of occupation spend their time just loafing around, doing a little 
guard duty and ogling the local gals, your mistake would be vividly 
revealed by reading this. 

Lea Richards, by the way, was with this regiment until his 
recent discharge. I can’t designate him by rank, for I forget. 
Captain or major or something like that. 

The system described is that the regiment was assigned a defi- 
nite area and within that’area it had to occupy all designated 
Japanese installations which conceivably could be used for making 
war. Furthermore, it had to destroy all Japanese war material. 


“The mission was to destroy all material, emplacements, ma- 
teriel and equipment which could be used by the Japanese in 
waging war. All other material which could be used by the occu- 
pation forces was to be made available by requisition to our Army. 
The remainder of all items which could be used by the Japanese 
population was to be turned over to the military government rep- 
resentatives and then to the Japanese home ministry for proper 
distribution to civilians. The latter material included food, fodder, 
clothing, plankets, cloth and similar items.” 

“It was found,” the article continues, 


A Nation S Wealth “that the wealth of the Japanese nation 


was inclosed inside the multitudinous warehouses belonging to the 
army.” 

The number of installations or “targets” occupied by, and to be 
destroyed by, this regiment mounts well into the hundreds. 

Take, as an example, Osaka Arsenal] No. 2, near Hirakata. That 
arsenal, during the war, employed 25,000 workers. There are thou- 
sands of machines, lathes, etc., to be inventoried and disposed of. 

At the supply depot, mile and a half from the arsenal proper, 
are approximately 3,000,000 unfilled shell cases, 35,000 loaded 
shells, 50,000 unloaded shells, 2,600,000 pounds of picric acid, quan- 
tities of TNT, etc. 

They blow up the picric acid in 5Q0-pound lots. It would take 
ten months for that one item, at that one target, alone. It would 
require a year of constant work to break up 3,000,000 shell cases. 

But they have devised a quicker way of destruction. The 
regiment has taken over the port of Tsurga. There, with 13 Japa- 
nese barges, one tug and one larger ship, they are employing 300 
Japanese laborers, loading the stuff to be destroyed on the barges, 
the ship, sending them ten miles out to sea and there dumping 
them. They dump 250 to 260 tons daily. 

That, however, is for only one comparatively small area. 


In other areas they are using entire railroads, large numbers 
of trucks, other ships, in staggering quantities. Entire Japanese 
hotels have been taken over to house the men assigned to the 


various targets.

General Marshall 
Clarifies the Issues 


WASHINGTON.—It has remained for Gen, 

George Marshall, the former Army chief of staff, 

to clarify the atmosphere of the Pearl Harbor 

investigating committee and reduce the inquiry to the level orig- 
inally intended by congress. 

Heretofore the committee has rambled all over the face of the 
globe in a futile attempt, it seemed, to link the late President 
Roosevelt with the disaster we suffered at the outbreak of the 
Pacific war. 

Certain members of the body have appeared to be more inter- 
ested in laying the blame for Pearl Harbor at the feet of Mr. Roose- 
velt than they were in ascertaining the real facts about the failure 
of our Hawaiian commanders to be on their guard the day of the 
attack. 

What these elements hoped to show in the beginning was (1) 
that the Pearl Harbor attack was manipulated by the late Presi- 
dent as a means of getting us into the war, and (2) that due warne- 
ing was deliberately withheld from our Hawaiian commanders so 
as to make sure the Japs would succeed enough to provoke us 
to war. 

This preposterous thesis was completely exploded by the testi- 
mony of former Secretary of State Hull. 


; Taking up where Mr. Hull left off, Gen. Mar- 
Marshall View shall has brought the committee down to earth 


with the first clear-cut definition of the Pearl Harbor disaster. It 
resulted from two primary causes, he said: 

First, the failure of our highest ranking military leaders—him- 
self included—to visualize the possibility of an attack of the kind 
staged by the Japanese, and, second, the shortcomings of our Ha- 
waiian commandé@rs in not obeying orders to alert their forces 
properly. 

With complete frankness, the former Army chief of staff, praised 
by President Truman as one of the greatest military commanders 
of all time, told the committee that he himself had never thought 
the Japanese would undertake such a hazardous mission as to send 
a powerful task force against Hawaii. 

He did not think so because, as he pointed out, failure of the 
mission would have resulted in a catastrophe for Japan. It would 
have changed the whole course of war in the Pacific. 


Gen. Marshall and Adm. Stark, the then chief of 
naval operations, both warned our commanders 
at Hawaii of the possibility of an air attack. But the cold truth 
of the matter is, as Gen. Marshall has admitted, that neither of 
them seriously considered the likelihood of such an attack. 

We knew from intercepted code messages and other intelligence 
reports that the Japs were planning war moves in the Pacific. We 
had positive information that they were prepared to strike in the 
direction of Singapore and the Dutch East Indies. We were con- 
cerned about the Philippines. But we just didn’t believe they 
would strike as far away as Hawaii, although our commanders 
there had been warned of this possibility. 

That, in a large measure, explains why we were caught un- 
awares at Pearl Harbor. The top military command in Washing- 
ton was so strongly indoctrinated with this theory that it was only 
natural it should have been reflected in the minds of our field 
commanders. 

Gen. Marshall recited these facts not to absolve Gen. Short and 
Adm. Kimmel of blame for what happened at Pearl Harbor, but 
rather in mitigation of their oftense. He still made it plain that 
he held them responsible for failing to properly carry out com- 
mands for the proper alerting of their forces. 

This, in its last analysis, is the hard reality about the disaster 
of Dec. 7, 1941. The investigating committee might well have 
confined itself to that simple task in the beginning, instead of run- 
ning as far afield as it has.

Need for Money 
_. Big Health Problem 


MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga.—The _ senate-house 

investigating committee, which came up with a 

$26,000,000 institutional building and ,improvement recommendation 

after visiting 30-odd eleemosynary, educational and penal institu- 

tions this summer, probably will show Gov. Arnall the milk in the 
coconut Thursday. 

The Governor has asked the committee to drop by the state 
capitol Thursday afternoon. The Governor thinks he will have 
seven and one-half or ten million dollars extra to spend next year, 
with the increased warehouse charges on liquor. He will ask the 
legislature in January to say how this new money should be used. 


Twenty-six million dollars’ worth of building and improvement 
probably is needed in Georgia’s institutions. But the state sees 
only ten million dollars in new revenue next year. So the Gover- 
nor’s conference with this traveling committee probably will be to 
decide what part of the $26,000,000 spending should begin next year 
and what part must be spread out over a long period of time. 


A two-hour conference is planned. 
How can Georgia give adequate care 


Money and Education to its mentally ill? At an entertain- 
ment given by Rep. Marion Ennis, Georgia State College for Women 
President Guy Wells, Hospital Superintendent Y. H. Yarbrough, 
Training School Superintendent Bill Ireland, and other Milledge- 
ville leaders Monday night, various members of the legislative 
committee gave their answers as to what should be done imme- 
diately and what over a long-range program for improving the 
Milledgeville state hospital and tor reducing insanity in Georgia. 

“You can’t take care of a healthy prisoner on 65 cents a day, 
much less an ill patient in a hospital, and yet that is all that the 
state pays to care for a patient at the Milledgeville hospital,” 
Co-Chairman Bill Freeman, of Forsyth, said. 

House Speaker Roy Harris, not a member of the committee but 
a visiting speaker at the meeting here, said that money must be 
made available now for the Milledgeville hospital. He said the 
state hospital authority should be renewed at the January session 
to float $7,000,000 in revenue certificates and building another 
chain of hospital buildings. 

Admitting the need for money now, Co-Chairman Charlie Gowen, 
of Brunswick, tackled the roots of the insanity problem: “You can 
plug a leak here and there in the dyke with money, but that is 
not a permanent solution to the problem. The permanent solution 
is to raise the standard of living of all Georgians, rich and poor, 
white and black, rural and city, to twice that it is today. Then 
the taxable income will double. You cannot tax poor people and 
obtain adequate income to finance the hospitals. The way to raise 
the standard of living is to improve education. Only a small per- 
centage of the insane can be cured, but schools will contribute to 
the upbuilding of our state so thaf future citizens will not wind 


up in such hospitals.”

that insanity in the state can be drastically reduced if rural Georgia 
is provided with adequate medical hospitals to care for physical 
ailments before they become mental ailments. Twenty-five per cent 
of the insanity could be eliminated by adequate medical hospitals 
in rural Georgia, the doctor said. He reported that a large portion 
of pellagra patients eventually go to mental hospitals. Wall said 
that unless something is done to provide good rural hospitals the 
rural sections would continue to have a shortage of doctors. Georgia 
cannot expect young men to spend time and money on an educa- 
tion and then settle in rural areas with inadequate hospital facili- 
ties, he asserted. 

Those are the opinions of a group of Georgia legislators who 
have looked at all types of Georgia institutions this summer and 
have an over-all opinion as to the over-all needs of this state. They 
think money is needed now for emergency relief. They think the 
health and educational programs must be improved for a permanent 
solution to the insanity problem.

Civil Service 
Pay Increase? 


_ PRINCETON, N. J.—If the ma- 
jority of voters had their way, civil 
service workers in federal govern- 
ment would get a raise in pay. 

President Truman recently pro- 
posed a 20 per cent increase for 
them, and the idea has won sub- 
stantial public approval. The main 
reasons for the approval are a gen- 
eral feeling on the part of the pub- 
lic that men and women under 
civil service have long been under- 
paid, and that the rise in living 
costs makes action necessary now. 

The Truman pay proposal was 
put to voters in a nationwide sur- 
vey as follows: 

“President Truman thinks the 
wages and salaries of civil service 
workers in the federal government 
should be raised 20 per cent. Do 
you favor or oppose such a raise?”

Adm. and Mrs. Woodward

Thorne Flagler to an aperitif party to welcome to Atlanta society 
their brother and sister, R. Adm. and Mrs. Clark Howell Wood- 
ward, who recently arrived to establish residence here. The im- 
portant social event takes place at the Piedmont Driving Club on 
Dec. 26, from 5 to 7 o’clock, guests to include close friends of the 
honor guests. Cocktails served at the party will be drunk in toasts 
to Adm. and Mrs. Woodward as interesting acquisitions to the 
married contingent of society. 

After living in many places in the United States, as well as in 
foreign lands, this very attractive couple chose Atlanta—the birth- 
place of Adm. Woodward—as the city in which they most de- 
sired to live, and have moved into their home on West Wesley 
road, which is built on the property owned by his mother, the late 
Mrs. Park Woodward. They came here from. Washington, D. C., 
where Adm. Woodward served as assistant director of civilian de- 
fense for the Navy, and headed the industrial incentive division of 
the U. S. Navy, which were his creditable contributions to World 
War II. 

California-born Mrs. Woodward was voted the most popular 
admiral’s wife in the national capital, a richly deserved compliment 
to a pretty woman with a great deal of personal charm and ready 
wit. While in Washington she supervised many forms of -volun- 
teer war work. Mrs. Woodward possesses a flair for selecting 
becoming clothes which she wears with distinction, and has the 
cultured voice of a gentlewoman. 

Before Adm. Woodward entered the Naval Academy at An- 
napolis, Md., where he was known as “Woody” to his intimates, he 
was connected with the editorial department of The Atlanta Con- 
stitution. That he possessed an early flair for journalism was mani- 
fest as editor of the Boys’ Weekly, a newspaper published in his 
last year at Ivy Street school, and after which he entered Boys High. 
The first issue was hand-printed and he charged one cent for each 
person to read the newspaper, making 25 cents on that lone issue. 
He displayed his business prowess when he accompanied his parents 
to New York City, and got new subscribers on the train and new 
advertisers in the metropolis, returning to Atlanta with spondulix 
jingling in his pockets. 

Genial Adm, Woodward’s noteworthy career in World War I 
was filled with hazardous experiences and courageous action. He 
was executive officer of the U. S. S. New York, the flagship of 
the squadron in the North sea, which was a part of the British fleet. 
After that war, his ability was further recognized by the U. S. 
Navy, and he continued his distinguished career by being made 
second in rank in the Brazil naval mission. Subsequently he was 
chief of the naval mission to Peru; commander of the Milwaukee, 
the ship since turned over to Russia; marine superintendent of the 
Panama Canal; in command of the cruisers of the U. S. fleet; head 
of the naval mission to Nicaragua, being sent there by order of 
President Hoover to supervise the election of the president and 
members of congress, in which job he held the rank of envoy 
extraordinary and minister plenipotentiary. He went to Washington 
as a member of the General Board of the Navy; was in command 
of destroyers of the U. S. fleet on the west coast with 48 ships under 
his command; and was commandant of the third naval district and 
the New York Navy Yard from 1937 to 1941. 

On April 4, 1941, Adm. Woodward retired from the service and 
began to build the Wesley road house on the land left in trust to 
his mother, the former Kate Howell, by her father, the late Clark 
Howell, who willed it to his grandchildren. He and Mrs. Wood- 
ward spent two nights in that house before Adm. Woodward was 
recalled to duty in the United States Navy, and he reported to 
Washington. 

His sister, Mrs. Julian Chambers, will come from Knoxville, 
Tenn., to spend the holidays with Mrs. Flagler, and will lend her 
presence to the welcoming festivity given for Adm. and Mrs, Wood- 
ward, whose joy at living in Atlanta is delightfully spontaneous.
